As to our Commerce, it is of ſo 
much Concern to the Kingdom, that 
it may be look'd upon as its Vitals: 
Tis to protect and ſecure our Trade, 


| that we are puſh'd to the Dilemma. 
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eithier of giving it up, or engaging 
in a juſt and neceſſary War for its De- 
fence, We are not contending for 
Empire or Territories ; And as we 
muſt be ruin'd without a War, ſure- 
ly, it will be but common Prudence 
to attempt it againſt an Enemy ſo 
contemptible upon that Element, which 
is to be the Theatre. 

War, indeed, ſays the Hiſtorian, 7s 
to be avoided, but we ſhould prefer e- 
den the worſe, to Cowardice, Slavery, 
and Hardſhips, more intolerable and 
grievous than War itſelf. * 

With Regard to the Second Objec- 
tion, that France will ſupport Spain | 
againſt us ; it ſeems to me to have no | 
Foundation, and to be ſuggeſted by 
ſome Friends in Maſquerade, who

Practice for many Years. 


The Interefts of France and $ Pain 
are as diametrically oppoſite, as the 
Poles of the World: No doubt, but 


the Ties of Blood are of great Effica- 


cy when they fall in with political 
Views: Otherwiſe they are of no 
Weight. How often have Brothers 


carried on the moſt cruel Wars again 
each other? Have we not, in our 


Days, feen France engaged In an ex- 
penſive War againſt $ pain, and Spain 


attempting a n in France. 


If they were united in the late War, 


it muſt be wholly imputed to the In- 
cident of the late King of Poland's 


Death. 
France aim'd at ſetting $ tani/laus 


on that Throne, which the Emperor 
oppoſing made Way for the Contede- 
racy againk him in n Jraty.. But I think 
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tis demonſtrable from the Conduct of 
France, upon the Concluſion of that 
War, that ſhe was jealous of the grow- 
ing Power of Spain, in making a Par- 
tition of the Italian Conqueſts. Her 
Catholick Majeſty flatter'd herſelf with 
the whole for her Sons, but France 
interpoſed, and could never be pre- 
vailed upon to conſent to ſo extrava- 
gant a Deſign, which might one Day 
or other prove fatal to her own Ter- 
ritories. - | 

This created an implacable Spirit of 
Reſentment in the Span; Court, we 
heard of nothing but the bittereſt Ha- 
rangues, Remonſtrances and Complaint 


of the 7 paniſh Miniſters in all the Courts | 
of Europe, of the Perfidiouſneſs of | 
France, nor are the Animoſities yet, 
in any other State, the Spaniſb Court 
fill refuſing to come into the Treaty, 
between the Emperor and France. So |

that there is no Room to apprehend 
that that Crown will afſiſt Spain in an 
unjuſt War, which would tend to no 
other End but to render it more for- 
midable; and perhaps, a Terror to 
France itſelf. And we have a recent 
Teſtimony to convince the World that 
France will not concur with Spain in 
unwarrantable Meaſures. Tis well 


known the French took no Steps to- 


wards enabling the Spaniards to puſh 


their Reſentments againſt Portugal, 


though our Fleet continued in the 


Tagus two Years. 

T he Objection with Regard: to the 
Pretender, is indeed very popular, 

and has been often made uſe of for 
very ſiniſter Ends.

But tis evident, that none of theſe 
Powers had ever any other Views in 
their ſeeming Friendſhip towards him, 
than to gain ſome particular Advan- 
tages from Great Britain. 

In the Year 1716, when the then 
Miniſtry had diſcover'd ſome Back- 
wardneſs in coming into a Treaty 
propoſed by France, one of the Re- 
gent's Councel, told him, if he march- 
ed a Body of Troops towards the Sea 
Coaſts of Britanny and Normandy, he 
would ſoon bring the Engliſh to a 
Compliance.
